ſome hauing whippes in their handes, ſome Fo2kes, 
ſome Snakes all roaring, cat their eyes vpward, at 
which a Cloud ſ&med to deuide it ſelfe , the fozme of 
which cls wo was thus Two filken vailes, whichbe- - 
ing ſpꝛead, ſhewed like a Raine-bow, figuring all to⸗ 
lours both in heauen and earth, and on the top, and 
intermixt betweene, were ſpangling ſfars of gold as 
rich, as beautiful. This ſpꝛed, a place was ſeene that 
repꝛeſented heauen, the gloꝛies of which Pallace;as 
no tongue can erpzefſe, ſo was the riches they had v⸗ 
ſurped there as inünite. 

Upon the top of this thzone, ſata reuerend Jeſuife 
called father: Petronia del Silua,a Spaniard the pre- 
fect of the Jeſaites Colledge, who pꝛeſented the Per⸗ 
ſon ot God, and from whoſe mouth all thinges were 
queſtioned and determined. And on his right hand ſat 
father Maueſta, the 2. Jeſuit in 8 rule ot houſe. named 
Father Layola del Cruche, of a beautifull pꝛeſence x 
perſonage, in their ſuppoſition, cozreſpondent to the 
picure by them immagined , repzeſenting God the 
onne 

And on the lelt, ſat a beautiful fayze Nunne taken 
out of the Aunnerp ol Saint Clare, named Apolo- 
nia del Cruche, deſcended of the great and illuſtriaus 
houſe of the boneuenty, and ſhe repꝛeſented the perſon 
of the virgin arp the mother of Chztt, whome they 
termed Amediatris and Nucene ofheauen. About all 
them, thzonged Angels all in white, crowned, be- 
neath their feets ſat Pzophets and Apoſtles, and ma⸗ 
ny figuring Partpꝛs, vpon whoſe: bzeaſts were crof- 
ſes red * bled, bearing a ſwoꝛd in one hand, _ a

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key in the other, crownd likewiſe, vnder which Em⸗ 
blems this was fo be red. I fought, I ſought, and gay- 
ned meaning thereby as (ſo the plaiers expoundedit) 
they fought againſt anne, they ſought heaven , and 
gained a crowne. . 

Uhere after much Mulicke many Dymnes of iop, 
where on the otherſide there was howlinges e much 
fire wozks,vpon a ſaddaine al was whiff, and Tune 
entered, who being called vppon by the Judge, was 
tommaunded to turne back the rowles of his reco2ds, 
and ſhew the pzeſent wozld what had bin paft, whych 
being doone, that ace conſiſted of the deſtruction of 
Citties, the rupne et Ringdomes, and the zownefall 
of pꝛinces.

Tb his act ended, inſteed of Puſicke fs pꝛepare ano⸗ 
ther, the Denils roared, which being checked by the 
frowne ofthe vpper Jadge, they all hung down their 
beads, and were ſilent , who finding time to ſpeake,

demanded the cauſeof their diffarbance,af which Lu. 
cifer(as it {ems being chiefs in that\blacks Spnod,) 
and as it was his fate to fall firſt, ſo from the reſt hee 
had the Foꝛtune to ſpeake firſt, and ſhewing his duty 
(although he was a deuil) after obeyſance made, retur 
ned this aunſwere, that they came nat in that power
